When Europe’s economic needs under the Marshall 
Plan come before Congress there will be demands for safe­ 
guards to insure that any money voted will in fact foster 
reconstruction and recovery on that continent. The ad­ 
ministration would therefore be wise to be ready in ad­ 
vance with proposals to that end. 
Much comment has been directed at the idea brought 
forward by W inthrop W. Aldrich, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Chase National Bank of New York. 
Speaking before the American Bankers Association at 
Atlantic City, Mr. Aldrich suggested Hie establishment 
of a government corporation to administer the long-range 
assistance program. 
As lie outlined it, such a corporation would operate 
within fixed limits. It would be subject to periodic re­ 
view of its actions. Its board of directors would be com­ 
pletely nonpartisan and might consist, he said, of five 
perçons “ of expert competency” nominated by the Presi­ 
dent with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
An agency of this kind would be responsible to the 
President and Congress.

Population Increases 
Yet Italy’s population goes right 
on increasing at a rate greater than 
in any country of western Europe. 
The high btirh rate owes little or 
nothing to Mussolini's noisy propa­ 
ganda for large families during the 
years of Fascism. 
In the Italian 
peasant is a primitive drive for 
children. 
If a young couple does 
not have a child after a year of 
marriage, they feel deeply humili­ 
ated and the community treats 
them with scorn of pity 
When U. S. immigration policy 
underwent an abrupt shift after 
World War I 
Italy, like Greece, 
found Itself 
with a 
surplus 
of 
young men. 
That grow ing surplus 


has pressed down the Italian liv­ 
ing standard from year to year. 
To solve this long-term problem, 
there must be a real community 
of interest in western Europe. Ar­ 
gentina has agreed to take a lim­ 
ited number of Italian immigrants. 
So has Czechoslovakia. 
The big 
difficulty, however, is that both 
countries want to get skilled me­ 
chanics so badly needed in Italy. 
Surplus Of Farm Labor 
The real surplus is in farm la­ 
bor. 
Politicians of left and right 
agree that a minimum of 1.000.000 
Italians must go. 
France in turn 
needs at least a million farm la­ 
borers to get full productivity. 
But Italians are reluctant to emi­ 
grate to France. 
They feel that 
the conditions of life might be 
even more difficult there than at 
home. 
Consequently the emigra­ 
tion out of Italy this year will be 
small. 
If the Marshall plan is to work, 
then the solution of such basic 
problems as this one must be un­ 
dertaken 
They must be attacked 
with far more vigor and imagina­ 
tion than anjone in Europe has be­ 
gun to apply. 
They cannot be i 
solved within the narrow? frame­ 
work 
of 
national 
boundaries 
guarded by the jealous Nationalism 
which has been the curse of th»< 
continent.

In addition to this, an A rbitration 
Board has just granted a wage increase 
of 151 2 cents an hour to the million em­ 
ployes represented by the 17 non-oper­ 
ating unions. This will cost the railroads 
$468,000,000 a year. 


Where Will The Money Come From? 


Where will all the money come from to 
pay these increases? They total several 
times as much as the railroads made in 
1946 or will make in 1947. 


In July, the railroads filed an appli­ 
cation for increased freight rates to 
close the gap which then existed be­ 
tween wage and material costs, and 
railroad revenues. Since then it has 
been necessary, because of further in­ 
creases in wages and material costs,

First Hearing 
By New N.L.R.B. 


Agreem ent To Effect Settlem ent 
Of Case Without Board 
Action Is Made 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.— HNS) 
— The National 
Labor Relations 
board held its first public hearing 
since passage of the Tait-Hartley 
act today and avoided a showdown 
on the controversial non-commu­ 
nist affidavit section of the new 
law. 
The NLRB approved an agree­ 
ment by the disputants— the Lin- 
wood Cotton Mills of Lafayette, 
Ga., and the CIO Textile Workers 
union—to effect a settlem ent of 
their case without board action. 
The case involved unfair labor 
practice charges brought against 
the company in July. 1946. 
The 
parties agreed to settle the dis­ 
pute on the basis of recom m enda­ 
tions of an NLRB trial examiner. 
Recommendations Made 
The exam iner had recom m end­ 
ed that the company rehire two 
employes who allegedly were dis­ 
charged because of union activi­ 
ty; cease discouraging m em bership 
in the Textile W orkers union, and 
withhold 
recognition 
from 
the 
Linwood Protective association. 
The company had been accused 
of forming and sponsoring the lat­ 
ter group. 
The issue of w hether the CIO 
union 
had 
completed 
with 
the 
Taft-Hartley law by filing non­ 
communist affidavits for its offi­ 
cers did not arise. 
The new labor 
statute 
requires 
such 
affidavits 
before the NLRB cans handle a 
union’s case. 
The textile workers union an­ 
nounced in Boston earlier that it 
was planning to comply with the 
non-comm unist affidavit provision 
—the first m ajor CIO union to do 
so.
